A COUPLE who own a social club in 
Burscough say they have been unable to 
reopen the venue after the lockdown 
because of a ‘stand-off’ between the local 
football club and the borough council. 

Brian and Pauline Sewell, who run The 
Barons Club, have been left in the middle of 
a dispute between Burscough Football Club 
and West Lancashire Borough Council, 
which means their business has been unable 
to reopen after the lockdown was lifted. 

The venue is located on Bobby Langton 
Way, next to the Linnets’ new ground and its 
former home at Victoria Park, which is cur- 


The Barons Club as it was. 


rently being turned into a housing 
development. 

A section of this road was cordoned off 18 
months ago by the council when building 
work began at the development, which 
made it difficult to access The Barons Club. 

The closed road means the club has had to 
stay closed even after lockdown ended. 

Mr Sewell said: “We’ve not been able to get 
to the front door since the road closed. It is 
ludicrous. If we have a christening here or 
any event you can’t expect families to walk 
past bollards to get here. I’ve contacted the 
council every day over this but not got any- 
thing back.”

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Special needs provision 
set to be expanded into 
more West Lancs schools

MORE support for children with special 
educational needs (SEN) will be offered in West 
Lancashire after new measures were approved 
by the county council. 

At its cabinet meeting on Thursday, September 2, 
the authority agreed proposals to create SEN units 
at a number of schools across Lancashire, which 
includes Delph Side Community Primary School, in 
Skelmersdale. 

In addition, councillors gave the green light for 
feasibility studies and the informal consultation 
process to establish even more SEN units at another 
nine mainstream schools. 

This includes St John’s Catholic Primary School 
and St Francis of Assisi Roman Catholic Primary 
School, both in Skelmersdale. 

Unless specified otherwise, the SEN units will be 
for up to 16 pupils with social, communication and 
interaction needs. 

At the most recent cabinet meeting, councillors 
also approved the initiation of the informal con- 
sultation process to expand and increase the 
number of special school places through the devel- 
opment of satellite units across the county linked to 
established special schools. 

This will mean that pupils will be on the roll at the 
special schools, but the buildings will be on current 
vacant buildings near to the school. 

The proposals come off the back of a series of 
formal consolations ran over the summer and is 
part of the implementation of the Special Educa- 
tional Needs and Disabilities (SEND) Sufficiency 
Strategy. 

The strategy, which was approved by cabinet last 
October, was developed in response to the increase

in demand for specialist SEND provision in particu- 
lar areas across Lancashire. 

Wherever possible children should be educated 
within their local community, which is why there 
has been a huge drive to increase the number of 
SEN units across the county. 

County Councillor Jayne Rear, cabinet member 
for education and skills, said: “The decisions taken 
by the county council's cabinet will provide extra 
provision for children in Lancashire who need addi- 
tional support. 

“These specialist teaching facilities will help us to 
support children and young people to achieve their 
full potential in education and future employment. 

“We will also begin informal consultation process 
to expand and increase the number of special 
school places through the creation of satellite units 
in areas that need it most. 

"Our children's education is among our highest 
priories at Lancashire County Council, and this 
expansion in our offer will help bridge the gap to 
ensure that no child is left behind."

Mum ‘overwhelmed’ 
by support from 
nursery to her son 


Facility raised £2,000 
to pay for specialist 
equipment for tot with 
complex medical needs

A FAMILY from Skelmersdale say 
they are ‘overwhelmed’ by the 
support shown to their three- 
year-old son, who has complex 
medical needs, after his nursery 
helped raise more than £2,000 
for specialist equipment. 

Thomas Edwards has a variety of 
health problems and is under the 
care of 16 different medical special- 
ists after spending a lot of his short 
life in and out of Alder Hey Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. 

His mum, Laurin Brophy, told the 
Champion that her son still hasn’t 
been given an “overarching dia- 
gnoses of his health issues” but he 
needs a lot of specialist equipment 
in order to make life easier at 
home. 

Thomas’ nursery, Stepping Stones 
Day Nursery, on Westgate, have 
offered their full support to the 
family and organised a number of 
fundraisers over the past few 
months to help pay for the various 
medical equipment. 

This included a ‘Toddle for 
Thomas’ where they walked two 
miles around Blaguate playing 


fields, and also a walk up Mount Laurin and her son Thomas 


Snowdon when seven staff mem- 
bers joined family and friends on the challenge. 

In total, they have helped raise more than £2,000 
for Thomas, which has left the family “very 
humbled.” 

Laurin said: “Thomas’ nursery have completely 
gone above and beyond their duty of care to 
Thomas. The various fundraising activities have

made his life easier and more fulfilling. 

“We reached the fundraising target and have 
collected more than £2,000, which will pay for 
medical equipment. The priority is an adaptive 
buggy to accomodate his pump and other med- 
ical supplies he uses daily. 

“I am completely blown away by the support 
and dedication shown towards Thomas and his 

needs and as a family we are very 
| humbled at everybody's involvement 
with the fundraising. 

“It will have immeasurable benefit to 
Thomas’ life and we are eternally grate- 
ful. 

“No amount of words can say thank 
you to Cheryl Boylan (nursery man- 
ager) and the team at Stepping Stones 
for what they have done for Thomas 
throughout his time there.

Another concern for Brian is that the ongoing 
housing development has left the area ‘looking 
like a bomb site.’ 

He said: “I opposed this when it was first 
brought up because the nearest house to the club 
is four metres away. 

“Imagine it was the other way around and I 
wanted to build a club four metres away from a 
house. It wouldn’t happen would it? 

^| think the council thought we would be 
bought out by now and gone. 

“The whole area is a mess and the club is in a 
right state because I haven't touched it in 18 
months.” 

Councillor George Clandon, claims the road 
was blocked because Burscough FC had not 
secured a proper access road to the new ground 
and instead are using an unauthorised route 
which takes spectators through a council car park 
in order to the pitch. 

He told the Champion he has been in regular 
contact with Brian over the issue and hopes to get 


it resolved. He said: “When the council blocked 
off Bobby Langton Way, it seems no thought was 
given to the impact on the Barons as a going con- 
cern. It doesn't seem to have achieved much else 
either. 

“The club has been left high and dry, and the 
area around the Barons is looking increasingly 
dishevelled and not like the home a business can 
be proud of. 

“What’s going on West Lancashire Borough 
Council? Is Mr Sewell’s business simply collateral 
damage in this stand-off? Is there really a need to 
block off the whole road?” 

A spokesperson for West Lancashire Borough 
Council said: “The concrete barriers on Bobby 
Langton Way were erected to protect the site from 
unauthorised access. 

“The needs of businesses were considered when 
the barriers were installed. The front entrance of 
the club is still accessible to customers. 

“At all times, the council has sought to find a 
solution to this issue which ensures that best 
value is achieved for the residents of West Lan- 
cashire and will continue to do so.”

Council parking enforcement 
set to use electric vehicles

LANCASHIRE County Council has 
invested almost £3million in new 
electric vehicles and charging 
points. 

The first service to go electric will 
be the county council’s parking 
enforcement team, who will be kit- 
ted out with 12 new vehicles to 
minimise the emissions produced 
during the many miles they cover 
each day. 

This follows trials led by the 
council’s fleet services team to 
work out which service areas are 
best placed to adopt electric 
vehicles. 

They recently took delivery of 
three electric vans which are being 


‘loaned out’ to other teams across 
the authority as part of an ongoing 
pilot. 

Work will also get underway to 
install charging infrastructure at 
the offices and depots where the 
vehicles are based, and where they 
regularly visit, following the 
decision by cabinet this week. 

County Councillor Shaun Turner, 
cabinet member for environment 
and climate change, said: “We're 
committed to reducing the carbon 
emissions produced by the coun- 
cil's services to net zero, and 
adopting electric and other zero 
emissions vehicles will play a big 
part in achieving this.”

position ‘broadly positive’ 


Authority in a ‘strong position’, but ‘challenges’ lie ahead

LANCASHIRE County Council’s 
financial outlook remains 
‘broadly ^ positive’, despite 
continuing uncertainty about 
local government funding and 
the effects of the Covid-19 
pandemic, councillors have 
been told. 

A “Money Matters’ report con- 
sidered by the council's cabinet 
updated on the authority's current 
financial position, as well as a 
medium term forecast for the next 
three years. 

It outlined that the council's fin- 


ances remain in a strong position 
and, based on the current forecast, 
there are sufficient reserves to sup- 
port the revenue budget gap 
through to and including 2024/25, 
the end of the council's current 
Medium Term Financial Strategy. 

It did however highlight that 
there were still financial chal- 
lenges ahead. 

This includes carefully monitor- 
ing any increase in demand for 
adults and children’s social care as 
well as making planned savings of 
£42.727million, together with 
identifying further savings by 
2024/25. 

Members were also told there 
remains uncertainty about the 


next multi-year Government 
Spending Review and potential 
delays to the implementation of 
changes to the way local govern- 
ment is funded after the Prime 
Minister and Chancellor conduc- 
ted a one year review at the end of 
2020 because of the pandemic. 

County Councillor Alan Vincent, 
deputy leader of the council, said: 
“There has been careful manage- 
ment of the council's finances over 
recent years which means we are in 
a good position to meet future 
challenges. 

“Thanks to our healthy reserves 
the forecasts show that we will be 
able to balance our books for sev- 
eral years to come.”

WEST Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has signed a 
cross-party joint letter to the Housing Secretary 
calling for greater provision for renters to keep 
ets. 

Phe Tenant Fees Act (2019) since being intro- 
duced has added to the problems faced by pet- 
owners or prospective pet-owners in securing ren- 
ted accommodation in England, due to the 
abolition of the provision for landlords to request 
extra security deposits for pets. 

One in five landlords who previously allowed 
pets have stopped doing so since the Act was 
passed and this comes in a period in which increas- 
ing numbers are renting and, due to the pandemic, 
problems of loneliness and self-isolation have 
been exacerbated. 

MP Rosie, who is a member of Parliament's All 
Party Group on Cats (Apgocats), signed the joint 
letter which asks for secondary legislation be used 
to add pet deposits to the list of permitted pay- 
ments. The letter also asks for an amendment to 
allow landlords to require a tenant hold pet insur-

ance. 

Rosie Cooper MP said:“While the Tenant Fees Act 
2019 may have been well intended in some parts, 
it has consequently had a detrimental impact on 
petownership in the rented accommodation. 

“A majority of landlords now impose No Pets 
clauses in their rental contracts and one in five 
landlords have only stopped allowing pets since 
the change of law two years ago. 

“We need to resolve the situation so that renters 
can bring pets with them when they move home 
and not be restricted in their search, and landlords 
be comfortable with taking renters with pets. 

"The 'Heads for Tails" report prepared by the 
charity AdvoCATS who provide advice and sup- 
port to tenants and landlords on issues with 
keeping pets in rented properties, outlines a range 
of options for government to consider in order to 
put the problem right. 

“I urge the Housing Secretary to take on board 
our concerns and take action to support the keep- 
ing of pets in rented homes."

SOUTHPORT and Ormskirk hospitals will enter a 
partnership with a neighbouring NHS trust so it can 
continue to provide clinical services for patients. 

The Southport and Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust will 
partner St Helens and Knowsley Teaching Hospitals 
NHS Trust in a decision backed by NHS England. 

Bosses at the Trust say that while "significant pro- 
gress” has been made to improve the quality of 
services, it still faced challenges with some ‘fragile’ 
clinical services and could only continue to 
provide them with the support of other 
Trusts. 

St Helens and Knowsley is a high-per- 
forming trust, rated ‘outstanding’ by the 
Care Quality Commission. 

The two Trusts also have a record of work- 
ing together — most notably, Southport and 
Ormskirk’s pathology service has been 
provided with the support of Whiston hos- 
pital since 2014.

Despite recent improvements, he added, underlying 
weaknesses in the Trust's finances also persisted as did 
attracting and retaining colleagues in a highly compet- 
itive labour market. 

He said: “Put simply, we have the skill and the will but 
not the resources or the scale to be the outstanding hos- 
pitals our community deserve. So, it is important that 
we don’t slip back on the hard-won progress made over 
the past few years.” 

The partnership agreement for a long-term collabor- 
ation aims to sustain the delivery of improved 
outcomes for patients and ensure high quality and sus- 
tainable hospital services. 

It will also give staff greater flexib- 
ility to develop their professional 
skills and make best use of available 
resources. 

The Southport and Ormskirk board 
has agreed changes to its structure 
when current chief executive Trish 
Armstrong-Child takes up her new 
role leading Blackpool hospitals. 

The board has appointed Ann Marr 
, chief executive of St Helens and 
Knowsley Teaching Hospitals NHS 
Trust, to be the Trust’s new chief 
executive while Anne-Marie Stretch, 
who is currently, deputy chief exec- 
utive and director of human resources at STHK, has 
also been appointed to the new post of managing dir- 
ector. She will have day-to-day management 
responsibility for the Trust and lead the executive team 
which is otherwise unchanged. 

Both will become members of the Southport and 
Ormskirk board.

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Firefighters want to

WEST Lancashire residents have been reminded by 
firefighters to ‘stay there and cook it’, in an effort to 
reduce kitchen blazes. 

Lancashire Fire & Rescue Service (LFRS) say that 
around half of all accidental house blazes that fire and 
ae services attend each year are cooking related 

res. 

Research carried out by Lancashire Fire and Rescue 
Service shows most cooking fires were caused by the 
person becoming distracted by something in the home, 
with 119 cooking fires caused by distractions in 2020. 

Whether it's a misbehaving dog, a phone call or the 
kid's homework, simple distractions can have devastat- 
ing effects when cooking. 

Group Manager Kirsty McCreesh, the Prevention lead 
for Lancashire Fire and Rescue Service said: "Our data 
shows that cooking fires can happen to anyone, they are 
the most common type of fires in people's homes that we 
attend and we want to see the number significantly 
reduced and an end to injuries. 

"There are plenty of simple things that people can do to 
drastically reduce the chance that they will have a cook-

While we are in the midst of the deepest 
health crisis in decades, the Conservatives 
have launched, what I consider to be, a dan- 
gerous NHS Bill. 

The Health and Care Bill should really be 
called the NHS Corporate Takeover Bill. 

National and local campaign groups such as 
our Peace and Justice Project Skelmersdale 
have become increasingly concerned by the 
implications this Bill will have for us all and 
the future of our access to health and social 
care. 

This Bill opens the door for private corpora- 
tions to sit on local health boards which make 
critical decisions about NHS budgets and ser- 
vices. 

Italso allows NHS bodies to award con- 
tracts to private healthcare providers with 
even less scrutiny and transparency than they 
donow. 

This will open the door to yet more privat- 
isation and even greater handouts to 
‘corporate mates’ that we have seen become 
all too common during the pandemic. 


When the priority should be a decent pay 
rise for NHS staff, tackling record waiting lists 
and investment in both NHS and social care, 
the government are instead looking at how to 
continue their stealth privatisation of the 
NHS. 

The public overwhelmingly back the NHS 
being returned fully as a public service, the 
Bill is being spun as a way of addressing the 
huge failings of the 2012 Health and Social 
Care Act that made markets and competition 
central to the NHS. 

That’s not to say any step away from that 
disastrous model would be positive, but sadly 
this Bill is simply a way of entrenching privat- 
isation in a different way. 

This Bill does not address the worst failings 
of the 2012 reforms, it does drop the ridicu- 
lous competitive tendering process, but does 
not make it a requirement that the services 
are or could be delivered in-house or even 
that the NHS is a default option for providing 
healthcare services and as pointed out by Uni- 
son, the Bill does not reverse the measures 


that permitted NHS hospitals to increase 
their income from treating private patients 
from two per cent to 49 per cent of their total 
income. 

As EveryDoctor, a doctor-led campaigning 
organisation highlighted, that change 
meant NHS hospitals began to treat private 
patient units using NHS staff, time, 
resources and equipment and with NHS 
patients bumped down the waiting lists. 
Austerity and underfunding drive the need 
for such private funding. 

Anunbelievable £100bn, that's one hun- 
dred thousand million pounds of public 
money has gone to non-NHS providers of 
healthcare over the last decade alone.

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The bathroom is one of the most 
challenging and dangerous places for a 
person living with dementia. 


Dementia can cause someone's 
perception of danger to steadily 
diminish and the bathroom can 


become a dangerous and confusing 
place. People with dementia are twice 
as likely to fall and these falls result 
in significantly higher mortality rates 
than for others in the same age group. 
Hazards are numerous and include trip 
points, slippery floors, hot water and 
confusing layouts. What was once 
a comfortable and familiar room can 
become a challenging and sometimes 
frightening place that can cause upset, 
frustration and a reluctance to use the 
bathroom 


A dementia-friendly bathroom is one 
where simple but careful consideration 
of design can reduce the barriers that 
people with dementia can face in 
carrying out daily living activities, greatly 
improving their safety and preserving 
their independence for as long as 
possible. 


Someone with dementia may 
progressively lose safety awareness 
and as a result they will become 
more vulnerable to scalding. Select 
thermostatic taps and showers. Use 
low surface temperature radiators or

even better, underfloor heating. Don't 
leave pipework exposed as this can get 
extremely hot. 


Avoid sharp edges on any fixtures in 
the bathroom in case of falls. Remove 
the bath and install a level access 
shower to reduce trip hazards. Include 
a shower seat to reduce the likelihood 
of falling when showering. Choose PET 
plastic shower screens, not glass and 
consider installing under-floor heating 
only so there is no radiator to fall 
against. Choose shower curtains with a 
breathable fabric to prevent suffocation 
ifthe person with dementia passes out, 
falls and becomes entangled 


Short term | memory loss and 
forgetfulness can lead to a risk of 
flooding. Consider selecting a shower 
that automatically turns off after 30 
minutes of use. For flood prevention 
consider using flood-proof plugs or 
don't provide a plug at all.

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Children's mental health 
programme hits record 
number for support

AN award-winning children's mental health 
programme, Tackling the Blues, has marked a 
milestone year after supporting a record 
number of new children and young people 
across the North West. 

The sport, art and education-based mental 
health awareness programme, delivered by Edge 
Hill University in partnership with Everton in the 
Community and Tate Liverpool, has engaged with 
more than 1,500 children and young people 
across 20 schools in Merseyside and West Lan- 
cashire over the past 12months. 

Founded in 2015, Tackling the Blues is delivered 
by staff and students from the Department of 
Sport and Physical Activity and the Faculty of 
Education at Edge Hill University and is designed 
to improve the mental health literacy of children 
and young people aged six to 16 who are experi- 
encing, or at risk of developing, mental illness. 

Professor of Sport and Physical Activity, Andy 
Smith, and Dr Helen O'Keeffe from the Faculty of 
Education, both lead on the project at Edge Hill. 

Prof Smith said: ^To have reached a record num- 
ber of new children and young people, despite the 
challenges the past year has presented, bears test- 
ament to the hard work and dedication of the 
Tackling the Blues team. 

"Our student mentors and our partner schools 
have worked tirelessly to ensure that we can con- 
tinue to empower the next generation with the 
knowledge and skills needed to improve their 
mental health literacy." 

Dr O'Keeffe added: "Thanks to the efforts of the 
Tackling the Blues team, more than 1,500 chil- 
dren and young people have joined us on the

journey to break the stigma around mental 
health. We're looking forward to the future and 
will be building on the successes of the last 12 
months to reach even more children and young 
people through our growing range of delivery 
models." 

Figures for the last academic year also revealed 
that more than 600 Edge Hill students have 
engaged directly with the programme through 
mentoring and mental health training opportunit- 
ies. 

More than 500 students received Ambassador of 
Hope training, delivered by national mental 
health charity Chasing the Stigma, which focuses 
on how to talk about mental health and illness, 
how to effectively find help and signpost using 
the Hub of Hope resources and what to do in a 
mental health emergency. 

The past year also saw more than 500 students 
engage with external artists and Everton in the 
Community staff.

IF MY 23-year-old repmobile bursts 
into flames in a couple of months’ 
time then I'll happily find a copy of this 
week's Champion and - quite literally 
- eat my words. I’ve been filling up 
with the new E10 petrol, and I suspect 
it'll be absolutely fine. 

Thats largely because Ive checked with a 
reputable source — Toyota, the company who 
bolted it together in the first place - who say any 
of its petrol or hybrid cars made after January 
1998 will be have no problem downing pitchers 
of higher-ethanol fuel on a school night. But the 
switchover, from what I've seen at least, could 
have been handled better. 

E10 is, since you're asking, petrol laced with 
ten per cent ethanol (hence the name) to 
make it kinder to the environment. That's 
twice as much as it had a month ago. While it's 
almost certain that your three-year-old hybrid 
crossover will shrug nonchalantly at the idea of 
making E10 and ask what all the fuss is about, 
as someone who owns and writes about classic 
cars for a living I’ve had a ringside seat in 
seeing what it does to older vehicles. Ethanol's 
been linked to component damage and, in 
the worst scenario, fires — and this was on the 
outgoing E5 petrol. Hence there's been a long 
(and I'm pleased to say) successful campaign 
to keep the weaker petrol at the pumps, albeit 


- 


usually in the form of super unleaded. 
So why do I think the switch could have 
been handled better? Well, for starters the 
Department for Transport didnt exactly 
bombard with us a pre-switch publicity 
campaign, did it? There were, for a few weeks, 
litle notes on the pumps themselves saying 
that E10 was coming, but didn't go on to 
explain what that, in layman's terms, really 
meant. Then there was the Governments 
official E10 checker, which trotted out the 
official manufacturer line on most newer 
models, but didn’t seem to do a lot of research 
on the older ones, hence there being no data 
on pre-2005 MGs or Rovers. And then they 
stuck a whopping great disclaimer on it saying 
it was your responsibility to make sure your car 
runs on the right fuel. Helpful! 
The other thing I've found is that where I am 
running two of my cars that are even older 
— a Mazda MX-5 and a Reliant Scimitar — it's 
trickier than Td imagined finding places that 
still stock E5 petrol. Okay, so the vast majority 
of the big name brands will always have super 
unleaded at their pumps, but on at least three 
occasions where I’ve stopped off at smaller 
chains or independents in smaller villages, it’s 
been E10 or nothing. I imagine it'll be a bit 
like the situation we had with LPG a couple 
of years ago — hardly the end of the world, but 
you have to know where you're looking rather 
than simply assuming the next petrol station 
will stock it, particularly in more rural pastures. 
But for me the biggest fear is....the fear of 
E10 itself. If a Champion reader had to ask me 
the other day if her 56-plate Fiesta would be 
safe running around on the new petrol, then 
someone in Whitehall’s publicity machine 
needs to be issued with a stern ticking off.
